Marked Activity in Mercantile 
Building in Downtown 
Sections. 





Si. Louis has just passed through one 
of its most remarkable and encouraging 
periods of building activity in its his- 
tory. During the vear which ends to- 
morrow an equivalent of 28 solid mailes 
of building frontage has been the city’s 
record, and the estimated cost of the 
aguregute buildings is $29,544,430—a little 
more than twice as much as the estl- 
mated cost of the buildings which rose 
during the booming days of 1903, the 
year of preparation for the World's 
Fair, 

This activity easily eclipses all reec- 
ords, and as it has resulted in the 
building of 30 miles of new streets and 
boulevards and the laying of 26 miles 
of sewers, it is considered as a most 
encouraging opening of the new era in 
the city’s construction which was begun 
at the close of the World's Fair. 

Building Commissioner Smith  ac- 
counts for the enormous strides made 
in the building up of new districts and 
the improving of old ones by the fact 
that many prospective builders whose 
plans were laid for 1908 postponed their 
building operations until the World's 
Fair prices had passed into history. 

All Began at Once. 

“When the prices didn’t drop as much 
as they expected immediately after the 
clese of the Fair,’ said the Commis- 
Rtoner-' 16" Z~  PSSt-DIsparen” “Yeporter, 
“there was a lull for about six montis. 
Then they couldn't wait any longer and 
our office was virtually flooded with ap- 
plications for building permits. I think 
it means the opening of a new period 
in the city’s growth.”’ 

The Southern portion of the city has 
led in flat-raising. This quarter of the 
city has been entirely transformed by 
flats. 

Out on Delmar boulevard, however, 
and Berlin avenue, and McPherson ave- 
nue, and neighboring avenues near 
King’s highway, flats have made a suc- 
cessful invasion. And in the districts 
in North St. Louis and far west, where 
they have always been the most popu- 
lar type of dwelling, their number has 
swelled remarkably. 

Downtown Activity. 

The building activity in the down- 
town business district is another feature 
of the vear’s record which runs a close 
second to the construction of flats.

She was the wife of Capt. Louis Grigs- 
by, a distinguished officer in the Con- 
federate Army and a member of one of 
the mrost aristocratic Kentucky fami- 
lies. When Capt. Grigsby died, poor, 
his widow, who had two young chil- 
dren, adopted a life which corresponds 
in some respecis to that of Mrs. War- 
ren in George Bernard Shaw's new 
play. 

Her son and daughter were educated, 
the girl in a convent and the boy ina 
celebrated academy in Lexington, Ky.

Yerkes met the woman and daughter 
in Cincinnati, and in 1887 the woman 
closed the business in that city and ap- 
peared at the Hotel Grenoble in New 
York with her son and daughter.

Dr. Oliver B. Hart of St. Louis faces 
a sentence of 40 years in the peniten- 
tiary on his plea of guilty of murdering 
Irene Klokow of Chicago, 10 years old. 
Dr. Hart was formerly a physician 
here, and is the son of A. B. Hart of 
19 Portland place. 

In pronouncing sentence Friday af- 
ternoon in the Chicago Criminal Court, 
Judge Barnes said that the testimony 
of alienists showed Dr. Hart would ul- 
timately become insane, that he is not 
now in full possession of his faculties, 
and that these were the reasons the 
aeath sentence or life imprisonment was 
not inflicted. 

The crime for which Dr. Hart was 
sentenced was committed last October 
in his Rogers Park residence. A sister 
of Irene Klokow had been adopted by 
Dr. and Mrs. Hart. The younger girl 
went to the house to visit her.. 

Mrs. Hart was shopping at the time. 
Irene Klokow remained in the house 
alone with Dr. Hart. She was found 


later dead in a bedroom, entirely nude. 
In another rvom Dr. Hart was found 
in a semi-stupor, The girl's death was 
due to morphine poisoning, and that 
Dr. Hart had taken the same drug. 


Insanity Will Follow. 


“Tl have been forced to the conclusion 
that it was never the intention of the 
defendant to produce death,’ Judge 
Barnes said in pronouncing sentence. 
“Kut other circumstances clearly show 
that in administering the drug to the 
girl there were other motives than re- 
lieving the headache she was suffering 
with. The poison was ased to enable 

Hart to carry out felonious in- 


* the charge had been brought 
Against a man in full possession of his 
senses, the verdict must be life impris- 
onment or death. But because the de- 
fendant’s mental condition is not sound, 
and because alienists say he will in- 
evitably become a hopeless maniac, I 
shall sentence him to only 45 years in 
the penitentiary.’’ 

Dr. Hart eloped from St. Louis in an 
automubile with his present wife, who 
was then only 16 years old, The mar- 
riage took plave in St. Paul. The couple 
neevr returned to St. Louis, the elder 
Hart providing means ‘to establish a 
home at Rogers Park.
